| Lord Joa Russell brought in two resolutions 


relative to Canada, The frst declares it expe- 


j dient to form a legislative union of the Upper 


and Lower Provinces, on the prieciples of « 

free and representative goveroment, in such 

manoer as may most conduce to the prosperity 

ead coatentment of the poople of the uated pro- 
ince. 

The second resolution declares it expedient to 
continue till 1842, the powers vested in the Go- 
vervor and special Council of Canada, by the 
act of last session, with such alierations as may 
be thought advisable.
